Parliament was prorogued to-day with 
the usual formalities, Following is the 
Governor-General's speech: 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate and 
Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons! 

In relieving you of the arduous labors 
which the present session of Parliament 
has imposed on you, 1 rejoice that 1 
am able to congratulate you on the num- 
ber of important and useful measures 
which have resulted from your deliber- 
ations. I have reason to hope that the 
authority which you have conferred 
upon my government will enable them 
to conclude an arrangement for effec- 
tive steam communication with Europe 
and with Asia, whoroby the trade and 
commerce of Canada will he widely ex- 
tended and the traffic passing over her 
lines of communication greatly devel- 
oped. 

You have again made liberal provis- 
ion for extending the railway facilities 
of the Dominion and for increasing their 
efficiency, 

The act relating to the electoral fran- 
chise will, 1 believe, he found an im- 
portant improvement tending to econo- 
my and certainty in the administration 
of that branch of the law. 

The measure by which the system of 
speedy trials for criminals lias been ex- 
tended to the maritime provinces is 
likely to prove a valuable addition to 
our criminal procedures. 

It is gratifying to know that our ail- 
dress referring to the boundaries of On- 
tario will lead to the early settlement of 
the principal Question, which has re- 
mained unsettled to the present time 
between that province and the Do- 
minion, in a manner entirely satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. 

The amendment of the laws relating 
to copyright will, it is hoped, remove 
some of the embarrassments under which 
the printers and publishers of Canada 
have labored for some years past, with- 
out doing injustice to authors in this or 
other countries. 

You have provided for greater etii- 
ciency and economy in the postal ser- 
vice, forgiving greater facilities for the 
settlement of our lands in the North- 
west Territories, and for increasing the 



safeguards of life and property on our 
ships. Many of the other measures, al- 
though of a minor character, will be 
found of great usefulness in conducting 
the affairs of Iho administration, 
(ientleinen of tho House of Commons : 

You have liberally provided for the 
various requirements of the public ser- 
vice. 

Honorable (ientleinen of the Senate 
and (Ientleinen of the House of 
Commons : 
In taking leave of you I congratulate 
you on tho indications of prosperity 
which promises amply to meet tlic ap- 
propriations of the year. 1 sincerely 
hope that the labors of our people may 
he blessed by Divine Providence, and 
chat when it shall he my duty to sum- 
mon you again, I shall be able to renew 
the congratulations which I have al- 
ready* expressed on the marked welfare 
and progress of the Dominion.

Arrival of the Aneon -Cannery iterations 
—Mining Notes. Etc, 

The steamship Aneon arrived at Seat- 
tle on Wednesday from Sitka, which 
place she left last Thursday. The down- 
ward voyage was entirely uneventful, as 
was the upward. Fair weather was ex- 
perienced almost during the entire trip 

Captain Francis, of Victoria, was a 
passenger down. He is to pilot the 
United States vessel Thetis, now at Ta- 
coina, to Alaska. 

The weather at both Sitka and Jun- 
eau is reported to lie line. 

Several canneries in different portions 
of the territory are ill course of con- 
struction. 

Little building is going on at either 
Sitka or Juneau. 

The mining prospects for the coining 
season are saiil to have never been bet- 
ter. 

The majority of the canneries in the 
different towns are to start up during 
the curly part of next month. 

A number of prospecting parties have 
left Sitka already for the mining regions. 
More parties are said to he preparing to 
go- 

(J KITING READY. 

The General Committee Progressing with 
the Arrangements for the 2 i tb. 

An enthusiastic meeting of the gen- 
eral committee for the '.nth of May re- 
gatta was held at tho city hall last 
night. Many representative men of the 
city were present, and much interest 
was taken in the proceedings. 

Mayor Grant took the chair and stat- 
ed that he had met Admiral Heneage in 
reference to the sham battle, and the 
matter had been arranged. The Ad- 
miral had asked that it take place on 
the 25th. The officers of the (feet and 
land forces will arrange all preliminar- 
ies; it had been asked by them that a 
marshal be appointed to keep certain 
parts of the hill clear. 

A letter from Win. O'Connor in re- 
ply to letters and telegram from the 
mayor in reference to professional shell 

race; this c munication suited that it 

would be impossible to row here first, as 
four oarsmen had been engaged to row 
at Tacomaon the 18th inst. for $1, COO; 
would also row here for $1,000 oil the 
24th, provided that 50 per cent, of the 
cash be given to the winners; would 
also allow anyone to compete ill the 
race. 

Mr. Seeley moved that no professional 
prize be put on the list. 

The mayor did not think, under the 
circumstances, that any special induce- 
ments should be given to them to come 
here. A certain sum could be set oil 
the list as a prize for the shell races, 
and if the crack oarsmen wished to com- 
pete they could come over. 

Mr. It it bet said that he would like to 
see this matter settled at once, as he 
thought it would he best in gutting sub- 
scriptions; in fact, the finance commit- 
tee had not taken this matter in band 
on account of the uncertainty of what 
was to be done; it would be best to let 
the people know exactly what they were 
subscribing for, He would second Mr. 
Seeley 's motion. 

While the motion was being put into 
writing, the mayor read a letter from 
Hon. J. H. Turner, expressing liiH re- 
gret at not being able to attend the 
meeting as be had to attend a meeting 
of steamer stockholders. 

On motion, Mr. Roycraft was unani- 
mously elected marshal of the day, on 
the 25th, to look after the general order 
of the Hill The mayoi remarket! that 
this gentleman was the best possible 
one to select. Mr. Roycraft said that 
he did not care to take the position, but 
he would bow to the wish of the major- 
ity. 

Mr. Seeley moved, seconded by Mr. 
R. 1'. EUthet, that the understanding 
with Mr. Hamiu for a professional race 
on the 24th of May celebration having 
been that three other professional 
oarsmen were to row here before rowing 
at any point on the coast north of San 
Francisco, and from the telegram and 
letter just read from O'Connor they 
now intend to row at Tacoma on the 
18th of May, which would be likely to 
seriously detract from the attraction 
which a contest of such oarsmen would 
be. 

Resolved, therefore, That tho pro- 
gramme arranged at the last meeting of 
the committee be amended by omitting 
therefrom the professional prize of 
81,000. 

This was curried unanimously. The 
matter of finance was then gone into, 
and it was agreed that the Mayor and 
Mr. Rithet were to meet to-day and ar- 
range matters for immediate action. It 
was then asked by Mr. Roycraft if it 
was fully decided to bold the regatta in 
the harbor or at the Gorge, The speaker 
said he had supported the motion to 
have the regatta in the harbor when it 
was understood that professional oars- 
men would compete, now that matter 
was thrown over he would like to know 
if the original agreement was to beheld. 
Considerable discussion, pro and 
con, followed, Mr. Davies spoke 
strongly in favor of the Gorge, 
saying that it would he a much nicer 
[illicit for ladies and children; it was also 
better as a sort of picnic ground. Mr. 
Hayward spoke of holding the races 
in the harbor, as several attractions 
would he at Beacon Hill in the morning, 
and it would he a rush and scramble to 
get from the Hill into town and up to 
the ( iorgc. 

A communication from E. W. John- 
son, champion all-round athlete of the 
world, ottering to give an exhibition of 
athletic sports for ¥100. 

it was suggested that a sum he put 
up as a prize to be competed for by ath- 
letes, anil Mr. Mcintosh moved, second- 
ed by Mr. Baker, that the athletic com- 
mittee, be empowered to deal with this 
matter. Carried. 

A letter from the Tacoma Bicycle 
Club was also read, ami submitted to 
the athletic committee. 

Several matters in connection with 
the duties of the different committees 
were explained by the mayor, such us 
receptions, invitations, bands, refresh- 
ments, etc. 

Mr. Hayward, chairman, then sub- 
mitted the proof of a programme to the 
meeting! which was adopted. 

It was decided that representatives 
of the different committees meet to- 
night to fix the programmes, so that 
one event will not clash with tho other. 

On motion it was carried that the 
mayor be chairman of an invitation 
committee, with power to appoint 
others to work with him.

San Francisco, May 2.— The Chron- 
icle, commenting to-day on a despatch 
from Victoria, B>. 0., stating that a 
number of gentlemen interested in the 
sealing industry have decided to address 
a petition to Rear-Admiral Heneage, 
requesting him to use his efforts to have 
a British war vessel sent to cruise in 
liehring's Sea this summer to protect 
the sealers from seizure at the hands of 
the U„S. revenue cutters, says: "It 
would be difficult to imagine a more ill- 
advised course of procedure than this. 
These gentlemen of Victoria, whatever 
their financial interests in the seal fish- 
eries, can hardly expect that Admiral 
Heanage will interest himself to directly 
oppose the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States without most 
explicit orders from the British govern- 
ment. Lord Salisbury will think more 
than twice before he allows a British 
man-of-war to go into liehring's Sea to 
protect Canadian sealers by force of 
arms." 

Hodge* Wants the Estate, 

San Franc'ISCO, May 2.— James A. 
Hodges, the old fanatic, who created a 
sensation by exploding a bomb in tho 
Grand Opera House when Patti sang 
here, is the plaintiff in a suit which was 
filed in the Buperior court to-day against 
Albert Warren, administrator of the 
estate of Mary L. Warren, who was his 
wife and Hodges' daughter. Hodges 
wants the estate transferred to him on 
the ground that the property was accu- 
mulated by Hodgos and wife and passed 
into the bands of their daughter upon 
the mother's death, and Hodges' impri- 
sonment for throwing the bomb. The 
old man says he never consented to the 
property going into her hands. There- 
fore it should be restituted to him. 

Charge Agalnwl Cum- Dismissed. 

San Francisco, May 2.— The charge 
made against Edward Cuffe, the pugil- 
ist, who was boxing with Tom Avery 
when the latter fell dead a few mornings 
ago, was dismissed to-day, the judge de- 
ciding that he could find nothing to 
criminate Cuffe.

Who Proposes a Klgkt With Revolvers in 
n Hack— His Second Slightly Wounded. 

Just after the Colonist had gone to 
press yesterday, the report of a revolver 
shot was beard on the street, and al- 
most opposite the otlice. Investigation 
showed the street to be deserted, but a 
hack rattling away in the distance led 
to the belief that its occupants were the 
parties who aroused the neighborhood. 
During the day the facts of the case 
were discovered to be briefly as fol- 
lows: The occupants of the carriage 
were three young gentlemen (?) who 
have recently been amusing themselves 
about Victoria by attempting to run the 
city in defiance of law and order. Two 
of them passed a few hard words, the 
younger of the two being under the in- 
fluence of liquor and rather quarrelsome, 
He finally challenged his friend to a 
duel, and produced two loaded 
revolvers as the carriage was 
rattling along Government street. 
The friend took one, and extracting the uant, 
cartridges handed it to the other occu- 
pant of the hack, informing him that be 
could act as second. He replied that be 
would look after the matter, and pocket- 
ing pistol No. I, reached out his hand 
for the other, ostensibly to see that it 
was properly loaded. The young man 
handed it over, and the third party was 
drawing its contents when the challeng- 
ing party objected and attempted to 
lake the weapon from him, in thescufrlo 
the revolver being discharged, the bul- 
let piercing the palm of the young man's 
hand, which he will carry in a sling for 
some duys to come. Tho bullet was ex- 
tracted by Dr. Helmcken, and no seri- 
ous results are anticipated. 



The Letter was a Feeler. 

London, May 2. — The letter written 
by the King of Holland to the Duko' of 
Nassau decidedly puts a stop to the ef- 
forts making to continue the nkc in 
the regency of Luxemburg. ssau's 
letter to the King was but a pi foeler 
and if any hesitation had hei shown 
by the King to demand back his own, 
the friends of the duke would havo at- 
tempted to keep the duko in power. 
The King's peremptory refusal to con- 
sider even a bint of such a proposition 
md his insistence upon resuming power 
over Luxemburg to-morrow, together 
with Holland, causes the ambition of 
Nassau to take a fall, and he will retiro 
from the position into which he was in- 
ducted with so much ceremony so re- 
cently and which lie fully deemed- his 
own by right. 

The Sugar Kill. 

London, May 2. — The government, 
seeing no hope for the passage of the su- 
gar bill, have virtually abandoned the ' 
bill, and it will be killed in the commit- 
tee stage.' So much opposition has been 
shown to its passage, not only by the lib- 
erals who raised a great hue and cry 
over it, hut by popular demonstration 
and by disaffection in the Tory ranks 
Despite the government's assertions to 
the contrary, the idea bus popularly pro- 
vailed that sugar would be greatly 
raised in price if the bill was made law. 
It is wisdom on the part of the govern- 
ment to abandon it. 

The Sunioau Conference. 

London, May 2.— The proceedings of 
the Sainoan conference in Berlin arc fol- 
lowed with great interest in England, 
and nearly all the London papers con- 
tain daily comments on the matters now 
being deliberated on at the German capi- 
tol. The Radical press is persistent in 
its accusation that Lord Salisbury has 
leanings towards German interests in 
the conference, and intimates that tho 
German and English commissioners seem 
to work together in conference, and 
are jointly opposed to the Amorican 
commissioners. The Radical papers as- 
sert it is a grave blunder to sucrifico 
American to German interests. 

Archbishop Walsh's Evidence, 

London, May '-'.--Archbishop Walsh 
will follow Mr. Parnoll on the witness 
stand. Ho will make an excellent wit- 
ness for the defence, and will put tho 
tories to blush, if they have any shame.

A vote of want of confi- 
dence is a thing unknown in the United 
States politics. If tlio House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the Administration every day 
that it was in session the votes would 
have absolutely no efTect on the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet. This is a state of 
things almost unimaginablo by people 
living undor the British Constitution. 
Yet wo are told that in the United 
States the people are sovereign and 
that the British people are the 
Queen's subjects and do not 
possess the powers of United 
States citizens. Vet a Hritish Govern- 
ment cannot retain ollicu after it is 
known that it has lost the confidence of 
the people's representatives. When 
that is once clearly ascertained out the 
ministers go, no matter who they are or 
how highly they are esteemed by the 
Sovereign. 

The new House of Representatives 
will consist of 330 members of whom Kill 
will be Republican's and 101 Democrats. It 
can easily be understood that with such 
1 narrow majority the Republicans will 
have great difficult,) in larrymg tllS.tr 
measures. If their party managers are 
not very watchful there will often be 
occasions when the Republicans will be 
minority in the House. At any 
rato it will be difficult to legislate in 
the face of a minority so powerful in 
both numbers and talent. It is said that 
the Democrats havo determined on a pol- 
icy of obstruction — (filibustering, as it is 
ailed in the States— and that the Re- 
publicans are resolved to establish such 
'ules of debate and procedure as will 
nake. obstruction difficult if not impos- 
sible. The Americans have no scruples 
when they see it necessary to apply the 
cloture. They understand the art of 
jagging a minority very well. Free- 
lom of debate ia greatly more restricted 
in the United States Congress than it is 
tlio British Parliament. "The pre- 
vious question" was used to keep de- 
bate within bounds in Congress long 
before the closure was thought of in tin' 
British House of Commons. Vet the 
United States is considered "par ex- 
cellence," "The land of the free." The 
prospect is that the next meeting of 
Congress will be a stormy one.

The Street Railway Guarantee 
By-Law, 1889. 

"VyTIEREAS. By a By-law ontitlod tho 
'» "Street Hallway By-Law, 1888,'' 
passed by the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria on the 5th day of December, A. I). 
1888, a charter or franchise was granted by 
the Mayor and Hoard of Aldonnon of tho 
said City of Victoria, to J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray, David W. Iligglns, Jo- 
seph Hunter and Thonum Shotbolt, to lay 
trackB, erect poles and string wires there- 
on for motor, lighting and other electrical 
purposes. 

And whereas, tho said J. Douglas War- 
ren, Andrew Gray. D. W. Higglns, Joseph 
lluntorand Thomas Shotholt have sincu 
assigned all their right, titlo and Interest 
in and to the said charter or franchise, 
througlitlie Honorable John Ilorbort Tur- 
ner as Trustee, to a company incorporated 
and known as tho National Electric Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited lia- 
bility. 

Anil whereas, tho said National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Company, limited 
liability, is desirous of prosecuting to com- 
pletion the works contemplated and pro- 
vided for by tho sold charier o.r franohlso! 
and have applied to the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for aid, In order that the 
said works may bo speedily constructed 
and put in operation. 

And whereas, It Is expedient to grant the 
prayer of the said company for such aid by 
a guarantee ot interest at tho rate of live 
(5) per cent, per annum for a period of 
twenty years on the sum of forty thousand 
dollars ($10,000), for a part of the under- 
taking contemplated by said company, 
namely, for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a Street Tramway or Hall- 
way. 

And whorcas it will require the sum of 
two thousand dollars (92,000) to bo raised 
annually by special rate for I ho payment of 
said Interest , in I ho event of the said cor- 
poration being cello t upon to pay same; 

And whereas I lie amount of the whole 
ratable property of the said Corporation of 
tho City o( Victoria, according to tho last 
revised assessment roll being for tho year 
18X8, was $5,768,446,00, Irrespective ot any 
future Increase of the ratable property of 
the municipality and of any income In the 
nature of tolls, interest, or dividends from 
the work, or from any stock, shares or in- 
terest in tho work upon which the money 
so to be raised or any part thereof is in- 
tended to bo invested, and also Irrespective 
of any income from the tempor ry invest- 
ment of the sinking fund or any part there- 
of: 

And wheroas for paying the said Interest 
(In ease ns aforesaid) it will require an 
equal annual special rate of ono twenty- 
eighth of one per cent on the dollar; 

And whereas it Is intended to reduce the 
general rate so that the said special rate 
shall not Increase the total ratoof taxation. 

ThOieforo, bo It enacted by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria aS follows:— 

1. That tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria shall guarantee interest at the 
rale of live per cent per annum on the 
bonds of the said National Electric Tram- 
way and Lighting Company, limited llablll- 
bUity, to the amount of forty thousand 
dollars |$ 10,000) for a period of twenty years 
from tho date of said guarantee in'mannor 
following, namely: — 

2. When it shall have been shown to 
I lie satisfaction of the Corporation ot the 
City of Victoria that fifteen thousand dol- 
lars ($15,000) of the capital stock of tho said 
Company lias been paid up by the subscrib- 
ers thereto and bona llde expended in and 
towards tho construction of a street rail- 
way in suid city by said company accord- 
ing to their charter, the said corporation 
shall guarantee interest at tliu rate of live 
per cent, per annum on a first issue of 
bonds of tho saiil company to the amount 
of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000), the in- 
terest soguurunteed to be paid half-yearly. 

3. When itshall have been shown t o the sa- 
tisfaction of the said corporation that a fur- 
ther sum of fifteen .thousand dollars ($15,- 
000) of the capital stock of tho said com- 
pany lias been paid up by tho shareholders 
thereof and a sum of nt least forty-five 
thousand dollars (915,009) has been bona 
lido expended in and towards the construc- 
tion of u street railway in said city by the 
said company the said corporation shall 
further guarantee interest at tho rate of 
five per centum per nnuin on a further is- 
sue of bonds of said company to the 
amount of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,01X11 
for a period of twenty years from the date 
of such guarantee, the interest so guaran. 
teed to bo payable half-yearly, 

4. When it shall have been shown to the 
satisfaction of the said corporation thata 
furlhorsuta of ten thousand dollars (9lO,OOOi 
of the capital stock of the said company 
has been paid up by the shareholders 
thereof and that a sum of at least seventy 
thousand dollars ($70,000) lias been bona 
tide expended by the company in and to- 
wards the construction of a street railway 
aforesaid, the said corporation shall fur 

t her guarantee Into! est at the rate of five 
por centum per annum on n further and 
final issue by tho said company of bonds to 
the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), 
for a period of twenty years from the date 
of such guarantee, I he Interest so guaran- 
teed to be payable half yearly, tho pro- 
ceeds of this last, issue of bonds to bo ox- 
ponded as aforesaid. 

5. The liability of the said corporation 
shall not extend beyond tho gnaranteoof 
interest at the rate of live por contum per 
annum as aforesaid. 

G. The guarantee is subject to the con- 
ditions that the said corporation shall have 
the right lo appoint ono or more auditors 
to examine the books of the said company, 
and shall have the further right to a repre- 
sentative on the board of directors of 
the said company during tho whole 
period of the continuance of this guaran- 
tee, such representative to be nominated 
by tho said corporation. 

7. Any sum or sums of money so paid 
by the said corporation underits guarantee 
or guarantees as aforesaid shall bo a first, 
charge upon all the property and under- 
taking of tho said company subject to 
the said bonds, and shall be a part o( the 
consideration for this guarantee and shall 
bo payable and paid to t lie said corpora- 
tion by tho said company before any divi- 
dend shall have been paid to tho share- 
holders thereof. 

8. Tho acceptance by said company of 
the benefit of this guarantee shall bo eon- 
elusive evidence of the assent of said com- 
pany to tho foregoing clause of this by- 
law, 

!). The form of bonds to bo Issued by said 
company to be approved of by said corpor- 
ation before any liability under this guar- 
antee attaches. 

10. This by law and the liability of the 
said corporation Is subject to tho con- 
dition that the moneys expended by the 
company to obtain the benefit of this guar- 
antee and the moneys obtained 
from tho proceeds of tho bonds 
in respect of which interest is guaranteed 
liy said corporation shall bo bona fldo ex-

11 ERE AS it is desirable to amend the 
Buildings By-Law; 

Therefore be It enacted, by the Mayor 
and Aldonnon of the Council of the Corpo- 
ration of the City of Victoria, as follows!— 

That section 22 of the Buildings By-Law 
be amended by adding after the word 
"matte" at the end of section 22 of the 
said By law : 

1. "When such additions or alterations 
shall, in the opinion of the Buildings in- 
spector, materially increase the danger by 
tiro or add to the permanency of said 
building, 

2. "Every person convicted of an infrac- 
tion of section 22 of said lly-lnw as amended 
shall forfeit and pay therefor a penalty not 
exceeding 9250.00. 

3. "In enso any person be convicted of 
any infraction of said By-law under sect ion 
22 as amended, and tho addition or altera- 
tion in respect of which conviction wiis 
made, he not removed within fourteen 
days after the dato of such conviction, 
then such person shall be deemed to have 
again Infringed tho provisions of said sec- 
tion ns amended, and be liable to a fur- 
ther penalty not exceeding £250.00, as pro 
vlded in section 2 of this By-law, and so in 
succession alter each and every period of 
fourteen days such poison shall bo deemed 
to havo infringed the provisions of said 
section 22 m amended, and be liable to i 
penalty not exceeding $250,00 ns aforesaid, 
in respect of each and every of such in- 
fringements."

FROM THE ICE-BOUND NORTH. 

Lord Lonsdale, the Intrepid Explorer, Vis 
its Vlctorla-A Brief Eocprd of His 
Wonderful Trip. 

Sir Hugh Cecil Lowther, Karl of 
Lonsdale, whose recent journey to the 
hind of the frozen north is just now 
commanding the wonder and admira- 
tion of the world, arrived in Victoria 
last evening, mid is a guest at the Dri- 
ord. A Colonist representative called 
upon the distinguished traveller during 
the evening, and was very kindly re- 
ceived. He found the Earl to be a 
typical English gentleman. Standing a 
little over six feet in height; straight as 
an arrow, and with an athlete's frame, 
Lord Lonsdale at first sight impresses 
a visitor with the fact that he is a man 
possessing more than ordinary strength 
ami power of endurance. Prom his 
earliest boyhood, he has shown himself 
always in the front rank of every form 
of athletics; anil to bis intrepidity and 
love for exploration, the geological so- 
cieties and naturalists of the world ore 

deeply indebted for much valuable in- 
formation, 

The object of bis long and dreary jour- 
ney to the north, was "for the purpose 
mainly of collecting information in re- 
gard to animal life in the northern lati- 
tudes. 

FAREWELL To EKOLANO. 

On the 20th of February, 1888, Lord 
Lonsdale sailed from England on the 
White Star liner Republic tor New 
Vork. From the American metropolis 
bo proceeded to Montreal, ami thence 
to Winnipeg. Leaving the Manitoban 
capital behind llini, in three days, 
travelling night and day, lie reached 
Prince Albert From there to (been 
Lake he covered 1270 miles, travelling 
on what are called " jumpers " —short, 
three-foot sleds, just long enough to 
hold a man anil a couple of hags. 

At Green Lake, dogs ami Hudson's 
liny sleds were procured, ami tho tra- 
veller pushed on t" I lie Isle La Crosse, 
where the Indians are said to have first 
played the Canadian national game. 

It was then April 7th, and the weather 
had become so warm that the travelling 
had to be done mostly at night, to get 
any crust on the snow. From Isle La 
Crosse he went to Buffalo Lake, Clear 
Water Lake, Jackfisll Lake, Methee 
Portage and Fort McMiuray, at the 
forks of the Clear Water and the Atha- 
baska. 

Here a month was spent ill moose 
'•hunting." It was principally " hunt- 
ing," for deer "wore very scarce. On 

May 7th the ice began' to break tip. 
and Lord Lonsdale anil his two Indians, 
his only companions, embarked and in 
live days reached Lake Athabasca, a 
distance of 280 miles.

days in the fog, * owing to the Indians 
making a mistake.

While on the Hay River, Lord Lons- 
dale says he saw the most beautiful 
waterfall in theworld. It was horse- 
shoe shaped, and bad a sheer fall of '2(H) 
feet, and a step with another fall below 
it. It was about U miles wide nt the 
top, and 1 | miles wide at the bottom. 

Tli a explorer went up the Peel river 
in the Hudson's Bay Cos steamer, and 
there got a boat and eight natives and 
started for the Arctic I Iceoil. 

AMONG Till'. HIMKEYS. 

It \ias with the greatest difficulty 
that the Indians could be persuaded to 
go north, as they were terribly afraid of 
lb..- Esquimaux, who up there are called 
Huskeys; and instead of being short of 
stature stand six feet in height. When 
Lord Lonsdale arrived among them 
they made a half circle as he advanced, 
each of the natives holding in his hand 
a knife about six inches long. Against 
the advice of his interpreter he went 
into their chasm snow house where 
meetings were held. Tho natives in- 
formed the interpreter that tin y had 
heard that all white men were brave. 
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put his ear over the explorer's heart and 
listened to its beating. Lonsdale look 
no notice, but asked to see them d 
During the progress of the .lane 
braves would slop and rush at the 
man with their knives upraised. I'' 
Innately his nerve did not fail him, and 
be was afterwards received with every 
mark of consideration. 

AROUND hanks' i, ami. 

iving the hospitable (?) Hus- 
xplorer went around Hanks' 
the edgo of Melville Island, 
ack to the McKcn/.ie, from 
it Lord Lonsdale determined 
the Yukon, a distance of so 
eh man in the party carried 
forty pounds of provisions, and the ex- 
plorer himself fifty pounds, They pro- 
cured a boat on the Porcupine river, 
and descended into Alaska, hoping to 
catch the revenue steamer about the 
middle of October at St. Michael's. Af- 
ter many difficulties Katnai was 
reached on February 10th. On the 
journey hardships without number were 
met and overcome. The thermometer 
sometimes registered lil degrees below 
zero. After walking ami running all 
day in the snow, the men were com- 
pelled lo lie down at night in the snow 
to sleep. There was no wootl for fuel, 
and the greatest difficulty was met with 
crossing the mountains. People said it 
was impossible — that twelve men bail 
died trying. Lord Lonsdale started 
with nine sleds and sixty-nine dogs. Al 
the foot of tho mountains the Indians 
mutinied, Mid refused to cross. Their 
rilles and snow-shoes were takon from 
■them, and finally they came to terms. 
When the mountains were crossed only 
20 dogs remained alive. All the rest 
were frozen to death, At Kntmai, Lord 
Lonsdale waited until March Kith, when 
the Alaska Company sent up the' Lottie 
for him. He then took passage on the 
Bertha, which brought him to San Fran- 
cisco, from which city he has just ar- 
rived in Victoria. 

'till'. r.xi'l.ouKK's PLANS, 
On arriving bore Lord Lonsdale found 
awaiting hl'm mi immense pile of mail 
matter, which had accumulated during 

the last fifteen months. The Colonist 
representative left him buried in his 
letters, which may possibly alter ids 
present plans.
